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(57)Abstract: 



PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To realize the formation 
of a sheet-like pack, at the use of which no tacky 
surface develops and neither tearing of a coating to 
pieces nor portion left untorn develops at tearing-off 
by a method wherein a nonwoven fabric consisting of 
a water repellent layer and a hydrophilic layer, on 
which a decorative material layer is provided 
retainably, are employed on a sheet-like pack base 
material used for a sheet-like pack. 
SOLUTION: A sheet-like pack base material 1 made 
of a nonwoven fabric consisting of a water repellent 
layer 2 and a hydrophilic layer 3. Preferably, the water 
repellent layer 2 is mainly made of polyester fiber or 
the like while the hydrophilic layer 3 is formed 
retainable with a decorative material layer made of 
decorative material. When the decorative material is 
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applied onto the hydrophilic layer 3, some part of the 
decorative material infiltrates within the hydrophilic 

layer 3 and, at the same time, the decorative material layer is formed on the hydrophilic layer 
3. At the retention of the decorative material layer 3, the interfacial separating force between 
the decorative material layer and the nonwoven fabric is set to be higher than the break 
strength of the decorative material layer. As a result, at the tearing-off of the sheet-like 
pack from skin, the tearing of a coating to pieces and its portion left untorn on the surface of 
skin can be prevented from occurring. 
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A base material (1) comprises non-woven fabrics which include a 
water repellent layer (2) and a hydrophilic layer (3). 

A cosmetic layer comprising a cosmetic is held by the hydrophilic 
layer. 

The interfacial peeling power of cosmetic layer and fabrics is more 
than the hardness of the cosmetic layer when the cosmetic layer is 
maintained on the hydrophilic layer. 

ADVANTAGE - Prevents generation of air bubbles during formation of 
cosmetic layer. Avoids providing sticky surface. 
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
